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DEFINITIONS 

SPECIMEN: An archival printing sample of a finished item, such as a stock certificate, banknote or stamp that is printed usually with 
"000000" serial numbers and may have "Specimen" overprinted on it and be punch canceled to invalidate it and prevent its use 
surreptitiously. Specimens were kept for a number of reasons, though usually as samples to give out to prospective customers to give them 
an idea of the type and quality of the work that the printing company was capable of doing. Usually specimens were printed in limited 
amounts at the beginning of a printing run to evaluate the quality of the printing work and color combinations at an early stage, rather than 
have an entire production run rejected due to some minor flaw that was not found until after the printing was completed.A specimen is 
similar to the final product, printed on the same paper and in the same color. 

COLOR TRIAL SPECIMENS: Sometimes specimens would be printed in numerous color combinations not used on the final note for 
evaluation before a final printing. These are usually extremely rare. 

PROOF: An initial pull or impression from a plate or die for evaluation of text, vignette, engraving, and esthetic appeal and to check for any 
errors or faults. These were usually printed on india paper mounted on card or printed on some form of paper or light card. The amount of 
proofs printed is usually extremely small and usually number only a handful. Proofs allowed the printing company to evaluate the quality of 
the item being printed without having to go to the expense of making final plates and finding out small errors that could have been repaired 
at an earlier stage. Usually, proofs are single impressions of banknotes, stamps, vignettes, etc. Anything that was made into a plate, such as a 
sheet of 100 stamps could have had proof impressions taken from it. These would be called plate proofs (for multiple images) versus die 
proofs (usually of a single or small amount of images). 

COLOR TRIAL PROOF: A proof printed in a color other than the issued color. 

ESSAY SPECIMEN or PROOF: A proposed design that was not used but may be similar or even totally different to a final approved 
design.An artist, engraver or company may have proposed a number of different designs and color combinations to a client for his approval. 
If a design is rejected and never used, it could be called an essay. 

PRODUCTION MATERIAL: Material found in files used in the production of security printed documents, banknotes, stamps and such, 
It may include correspondence, photographs, artwork, and signature samples, samples of other printed items that are marked up with 
corrections as well as proofs, specimens, essays, models, mockups and issued final items. 

MODEL: A proposed or final design that may include original artwork, pieces of design elements such as borders, titles, vignettes, 
corporate seals, undertints and possibly portions of photographs. Before an engraved item was made, a design had to be decided on. This 
portion of the design process allowed for the artistic skills of the engraver or design department to be exhibited. Before the" digital age", 
banknote engravers and designers would cut up portions of other engraved items and re-apply them in a different form or design to come 
up with a unique new stamp, banknote or certificate. Often, all new engravings or “vignettes” of people or scenes would be engraved first to 
include in the new "work of art", and other times, portions of different completed items would be "borrowed" to use on a newly designed 
item. All models are rare and almost all of them are unique.

back. The Pay-Table (also known as the Committee of Four) managed Connecticut's 
military finances during the Revolutionary War. Financing the Revolution laid a heavy 
burden upon each colony, especially those which balked at levying taxes. In order to 
meet immediate needs, such as wages, the colonies relied upon wealthy revolutionists, 
foreign loans, and taxes and gifts from abroad. Issuing notes such as these was only 
a temporary solution. Fenn Wadsworth (1750/51-1785) was a brigade major to 
General James Wadsworth from 1776 to 1779. He fought in many battles during that 
time, but his failing health forced him to leave active service. Wadsworth stayed in 
Connecticut’s government, as shown by his membership to the Pay-Table Committee. 
William Moseley (1755-1824) later would serve in the Connecticut state senate. Ralph 
Pomeroy, who was to receive the payment, was a paymaster in the Continental Army. 
He remained involved in state politics, acting as State Controller after the war. Choice

December 29, 1805) was an American military officer and politician, as well as an 
influential businessman and politician, active in Pennsylvania before, during, and after 
the American Revolutionary War. He was the mayor of Philadelphia from 1790-1791. 
Owen Jones Jr. (1744-1825) was the son of Owen Jones (1711-1793) who was the last 
provincial treasurer of Pennsylvania before the Revolutionary War. The Jones family 
were prominent merchants in Philadelphia. All four notes are printed by Hall and 
Sellers, a Philadelphia printing company originally established by Benjamin Franklin. 
In 1743 Franklin hired David Hall (1714-77), a Scottish journeyman printer, and in 1748 
made the latter a partner. The firm printed Pennsylvania Gazette, Franklin’s newspaper. 
In 1766 Franklin sold his share in the business to Hall, and later that same year Hall 
brought in the journeyman printer William Sellers as his new partner, establishing Hall 
and Sellers. The firm carried government contracts, including printing paper money. (3)

He 
served as the chairman and CEO of International Business Machines (IBM). He oversaw 
the company’s growth into an international force from 1914 to 1956. Watson developed 
IBM’s management style and corporate culture from John Henry Patterson’s training at 
NCR. He turned the company into a highly-effective selling organization, based largely 
on punched card tabulating machines. A leading self-made industrialist, he was one of 
the richest men of his time and was called the world’s greatest salesman when he died in 
1956. The letter refers to an award dinner given to George Eastman, who was frequently 
approached to receive awards and honors that would have focused public attention on 
him, but invariably Eastman “escaped” these offers. His typical reply was this response to 
the Society of the Genesee, whose membership included most of his long-time friends 
and business associates: “I deeply appreciate the honor, and deeply regret that it is wholly 
impossible for me to accept such an invitation. ... | should be embarrassed beyond 
measure on such an occasion and do not feel that I could go through the ordeal.” In April 
1930, after Tom Watson took over as president of the Genesee Society, the salesman 
went to work and succeeded in convincing Eastman to attend.

In 
June, the Society announced George Eastman’s acceptance. The organization celebrated 
Watson's “noteworthy achievement” in overcoming Mr. Eastman’s “ever-increasing 
desire to retire from the public eye,” because everyone wanted to say thank you for 
the employment he had created locally, nationally and internationally, and acknowledge 
the estimated $80 to $100 million he had donated to worthy projects in his city, state,

Hand written letter from John Dickson, regiment 
quartermaster, regarding a horse being shot out from under their Colonel, Robert H. 
Dyer of the Tennessee Volunteers. Dickson writes “I do hereby certify that Col. H. Dyer 
of Genl. John Coffins Brigade of Tennessee Volunteers mounted gun men has his horse 
killed under him, on the night of the 23rd of December 1814 ina Battle with his Britanick 
Majsty’s forces six miles below N. Orleans which horse, was in value worth $150...” 
According the notations on the back of the letter, Dyer recieved $150 for his horse and 
he signed in acknowledgment of his payment. The Battle of New Orleans was fought on 
January 8, 1815 between the British Army under Major General Sir Edward Pakenham 
and the United States Army under Brevet Major General Andrew Jackson. The battle 
was the climax of the five-month Gulf Campaign (September 1814 to February 1815) by 
Britain to try to take New Orleans, West Florida, and possibly Louisiana Territory which 
began at the First Battle of Fort Bowyer. Britain started the New Orleans campaign 
on December 14, 1814, at the Battle of Lake Borgne and numerous skirmishes and 
artillery duels happened in the weeks leading up to the final battle. The battle took 
place 15 days after the signing of the Treaty of Ghent, which formally ended the War 
of 1812, on December 24, 1814, though it would not be ratified by the United States 
(and therefore did not take effect) until February 16, 1815, as news of the agreement 
had not yet reached the United States from Europe. Despite a large British advantage 
in numbers, training, and experience, the American forces defeated a poorly executed 
assault in slightly more than 30 minutes. The Americans suffered just 71 casualties, 
while the British suffered over 2,000, including the deaths of the commanding general, 
Major General Sir Edward Pakenham, and his second-in-command, Major General 
Samuel Gibbs. Colonel Robert Henry Dyer was Lt. Colonel of a regiment known as 
the “Tennessee Mounted Gunmen” when he entered the New Orleans Campaign with 
his servant Mat and his brother William as Adjutant. It would be at New Orleans that 
Dyer would gain lasting fame. He participated in the night attack against the British 
on December 23, 1814. While trying to get back to friendly lines with his subordinate, 
Lieutenant Colonel Gibson, “they ran into a body of British, who fired upon them; 
his wound was slight; when he fell he was pinned to the ground by a bayonet, which 
pierced his clothes. He worked himself loose, sprang to his feet and made his escape.” 
Soon after this close call, he injured his thigh when his horse fell dead upon the field. 
Dyer soon recovered and was recommended for a promotion by General Jackson for 
his participation in the New Orleans defense. The letter is also signed by Major General 
Robert Butler who was an American military officer and acting governor of East Florida 
between 10 July 1821 and 11 July 1821, after Florida was ceded to the United States by 
Spain. He also served with distinction in the War of 1812 as Jackson's adjutant. The letter 
is in Very Good condition with some losses to the edges and has been preserved through

The 
summons is signed “Winess Christopher Hays First Justice of our said court at Cape 
Girardeau aforesaid the fourth day of May in the year of our Lord one thousand eight 
hundred and seven... Joseph McFerron, Prothonotary.” Although no information about 
the assault is available, both Justice Hays and the prothonotary (clerk) McFerron have 
interesting back stories. Christopher Hayes was a Colonel during the Revolutionary War 
and some sources claim he crossed the Delaware River with George Washington before 
the Battle of Trenton on December 26th 1776.

Joseph McFerron was first 
appointed as Postmaster in 1806 and an appointment as courts clerk followed, a position 
he held for much of the rest of his life. McFerron, however, is most known for his duel 
with businessman William Ogle in 1807, Ogle was the first licensed tavernkeeper west 
of the Mississippi. McFerron apparently cast aspersions on Ogle’s wife, and the resulting 
disagreement ended with McFerron challenging Ogle. The duel on Cypress Island 
opposite Cape Girardeau ended with McFerron wounded in the thigh and Ogle killed 
by a head wound. McFerron resigned his office, but the citizenry insisted he continue. 
McFerron became a delegate to the Missouri Constitutional Convention, and afterward 
a representative to the first General Assembly. He resigned in November 1820, possibly 
due to illness. Alexander Buckner wrote of McFerron, “...in McFerron’s grave is buried 
the Statesman, the Lawyer, the Clerk, the Philosopher, the Poet, the accomplished 
Scholar, and the virtuous man.” McFerron even married a ward of Col. Hays, Eve Tyler.
